In a recent Congressional document, we find 

a very interesting table of mean temperatures, 
calculated from observations, running from 1 
to 18 years, made by the officers of the Medical 
Staff of the army at the military posts of the 
United States; comprehending fifty different 
points, which ranged from 24 deg.

15 m.; the greatest, (76.04,) at 
Key West, East Florida, in latitude 24 deg. 20

We have before us the Eighth Annual Report 
of the Board of Public Works of the State of 
Yhio. There has been an immense outlay in 
the public works of this State, so that the 
low increase of receipts from them cannot but 
iwaken a feeling of dissatisfaction. In some 
instances, we doubt not, there might have been 
. more judicious investment of the people’s 
noney, but what is done cannot be undone, and 
we may grow wiser by a blundering experience. 
For ourselves we have no sympathy with that 
extravagant spirit of adventure, which, for the 
ake of the rapid physical development of a 
state, draws upon the resources of posterity, on 
the faith of an uncertain calculation of profits. 
While the opening of highways and canals at- 
tracts a new tide of population, they should ever 
bear a certain proportion to the resources of the 
existing population, else incalculable and pro- 
tonged embarrassments, cripping the moral en- 
ergies, and impairing the moral character of 
the State, will be the result.

It is manifest from this table, that the range

It is painful to see the population of the lat- 
ter decreasing; and we have no doubt, that 
could accurate annual returns of all the tribes 
be obtained, a continual decrease of the whole 
would be demonstrated. 

No removals have been made during the last 
twelve months, except of sixty Chickasaws, who 
voluntarily emigrated from the State of Missis- 
sippi; but contracts have been made for the re- 
moval of the Miamies, in the State of Indiana, 
and the Vhoctaws, numbering about 7000, who 
have remained in that of Mississippi. 

A third attempt to negotiate with the Ca- 
manchee and other wild tribes of Indians, trea- 
ties of friendship, in connection with the gov- 
ernment of Texas, was made last autumn, in 
order to secure the border settlers from des- 
tructive depredations. The result is not yet 
known, but hopes are entertained of a favora- 
ble issue. 

One part of the report deserves special atten- 
tion. When the Wyandots were removed from 
Ohio, the United States solemnly stipulated to 
pay them the full value of their improvements, 
ceded by them in this State and in Michigan: 
the valuation to be made by ten persons, to he 
appointed by the President of the U. States, 
who should be sworn faithfully to do justice to 
the parties; and the amount to be paid at such 
time after the Ist of April, 1843, as might be 
acceptable to the Wyandots. Our government 
had the whole matter in its own hands. The 

‘appraisers were appointed, but their report not 
having been received when the estimates were 
made at the last session of Congress, the sum of 
$20,000 was put down as the supposed value of 
the Wyandot improvements. Subsequently 
the appraisers made their report, estimating the 
improvements at $125,937 24. The Depart- 
ment, although deeming the valuation exces- 
sive, very properly held that the United States 
were bound by the treaty to pay the money; es- 
pecially as there was no evidence or allegation 
of fraud, and so informed the proper commit- 
tee. But Congress refused to appropriate the 
required sum, and the Executive thereupon or- 
dered a re-appraisement of the lands! The re- 
port of the valuers, this time, made the valua- 
tion $66,941,—less than the first appraisement 

by $60,153 24! 

More petty and contemptible conduct, never 
disgraced a great nation. The handfulof Wy- 
andots, peaceable, industrious and happy, must 
be dispossessed of their lands, banished from 
the graves of their fathers. The UnitedStates 
Government assumes the sole prerogative of 
valuing their lands, and binds itself by treaty- 
obligation to pay them promptly the amount of 
such valuation, when made by its own apprais- 
ers. The Indians repose upon its good faith 
and generosity. The appraisement is made— 
but what does our just and generous Govern- 
ment do? Horror-stricken at the idea of pay- 
ing these poor creatures, once lords of the soil 
now usurped by white men, some forty or fifty 
thousand dollars more than the ezact value of 
their improvements, it coolly violates the trea- 
ty, repudiates its promises, and orders another 
appraisement, to see whether it cannot drive a 
better bargain with the six hundred and twenty 
victims of its power! The scoundrel, who 
sneakingly and in the dark, does on a small 
scale, acts of injustice which he would not 
dare to perpetrate in his dealings before the 
world, is branded as at once paltry and wick- 
ed. If he does not act out the part of the 
highway robber, it is because his cowardice re- 
strains his ruffiaznism. Who does not know 
that, had the Government made such a contract 
with a Power able to hold it responsible, it 
would as soon have thought of eating fire, 
as of thus swallowing its own words? For 
God's sake, if Congress has one lingering feel- 
ing.of virtue or shame left, let it appropriate 
at once the full amount of the first appraise- 
ment;—and that will fall infinitely short of a 
just compensation to these poor creatures for the 
injury we have inflicted upon them. 

There are other parts in the Report we notice 
with less dissatisfaction. The Sioux and Chip- 
pewas as far back as tradition reaches, previous 
to the year 1842, were at deadly strife with each 
other. Both tribes were eminently ferocious 
and warlike. But, in 1842, under the media- 
tion of our Government, a compact of amity 
was concluded between them, which has had 
the happy effect of restraining their hostility 
ever since. This shows what may be done, by 
discreet management, even with savages. 

The Ottowas and Chippewas of Michigan, 
are rapidly improving. A majority of them is 
so far advanced, sosocially and morally, as tu be 
qualified for citizenship. They have addressed 
a memorial to the President, praying that they 
“may have a permanent location in the land of 
their birth, and ultimately the rights and 
privileges of American citizens.” Many of 
them are connected by blood and marriage with 
the white people in their neighborhood, and the

In the House, a bill concerning the creation 
of the new county of Wyandotte, gave rise to 
a very learned discussion about the principles 
of our Government—ancient and modern de- 
mocracies, civilization, barbarism, and other 
interesting topics, too numerous to mention. 
A resolution was soon after carried by accla- 
mation, that all debates on party-politics be 
postponed tilljmembers returned to their consti- 
tuents. Our representatives are men of high 
resolve. 

On the 28th, in the Senate, the Committee 
on Medical Colleges reported in favor of the 
indefinite postponement of the bill to incorpor- 
ate the Eclectic Medical Institute of Cincinnati. 
A bill to incorporate the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance of Ohio, was reported back with amend- 


ments. 
The following bills were read a third time 


and passed:— 
To amend the act to allow juries before jus- 
tices of the peace. 
To explain the act incorporating the Astro- 
nomical Society of Cincinnati. 
To authorise the Commissioners of Clark 
county to subscribe to the capital stock of the 
Little Miami Railroad.

Reduction of Postage in France, 

England, in the government of which the 
masses have no direct participation, has been 
attentive enough to their welfare, to give them 
the precious privilege of sending and receiving 
letters and obtaining newspapers at the lowest 
possible rate. 

France, where the people have still less influ- 
ence, is beginning to be as considerate as Eng- 
land. A Committee on Postage Reform has 
recommended the adoption of a uniform rate 
of postage. of twenty centimes, (two pence 
English,) and the journals are unanimous in ap- 
proving the recommendation. 

Our own country, where the People theoreti- 
eally have all power, caring more for the ag- 
grandizement of slavery, than the wants of 
Freemen, is laboring night and day for the ac- 
quisition of slave-territory, meantime adhering 
to an antiquated system of Postage which at 
once. swindles the People, and eireymseribes 
their intelligence! mM ? 

This is one of the precious blessings of slave- 
holding ascendency in our National Councils. 





Congress,--Oregon, 
While the Oregon bill was up in Committee 
of the whole, on the 27th, Mr. Adams made a 
few significant remarks. He said he believed 
the time for the final settlement of this bill had 
come.

of soil and mildnessof climate; and as to health, 
having visited sixteen of the United States, the 
Sandwich islands, with some other portions of 
the earth, [ must say after practicing medicine 
somewhat extensively here for the last six 
years, I regard it the most healthy country 
with which Tam acquainted; diseases the least 
numerous in classes, and simple in their char- 
acter, being entirely under the control of pro- 
per remedial measures.” 

We have been alarmed with rumors from 
time to time about the conduct of the Hudson 
Bay Company towards the Indians and the 
American settlers. Dr. White, who by the 
way, is extremely anxious for the formal occu- 
pation of the territory by the United States, 
puts these rumors to rest. He makes particular 
mention of the kindness of that company, and 
says: 

“The seasonable serviees in which hundreds 
of dollars graciously expended in assisting such 
members of our poor emigrant citizens down 
the Columbia to the Willamette, entitle Gov. 
Mclaughlin, (saying nothing of his previous 
fatherly, fostering care of this colony,) to the 
favorable, oration of the members of our 
government. * * * Sir, in the midst of 
slander, envy, jealousy, and, in too many in- 
stances, of the blackest ingratitude, his unceas- 
ing, never-tiring hospitality affects me, and 
makes him appear in a widely different light 
from that in which too many would have him 


and his worthy associates appear before the 
world.” 


This sounds like the language of truth, and 
should put us on our guard against the tales of 
blood and murder which so many delight to 
hear related of arival. Speaking of the Hud. 
son Bay Company, he says: 

_“No company has ever conducted more judi- 
ciously among the Indians than it uniformly 
has done this in country. AndI am of the 
Governor’s opinion, who declares openly there 
have not been ten Indians killed by the whites 
in this whole region, west of Fort Hall, for the 
last twenty years, (nor do I know that number,) 
and two of them were killed by our citizens. 
The rest suffered for wilful murder.” 

This is a remarkable fact in the history of the 
intercourse of white men with Indians. The 
truth is, the Oregon immigrantsappear to have 
acted with a great deal of forbearance, and dis- 
cretion, and, if we may infer a man’s character 
from his reports, the sub-agent is just the man 
for the station he occupies. A little incident 
related by Dr. White will prove this, as well as 
illustrate the power of trust and kindness. 

In the fall of 1843, he received several com- 
munications, announcing that the Indians were 
ina state of great excitement. They were a). 
armed at the large numbers of whites set’ 
among them, supposing that they would/yoon be 
dispossessed of their lands. A feeling ,  dis- 
trust soon became general among whites and 
Indians, and rumors of hostile intent deepened 
the universal alarm. The immigrants, as might 
be expeeted, began to grow selfish and belliger- 
ent undcr the influence of their fears. One 
party wished a strong fortification thrown up, 
and arms and ammunition distributed among 
the settlers that they might be prepared for the 
worst. Others thought the best course was 
promptly to march with a strong force into the 
midst of the Indians, and, if words would rx 
answer, give them powder and ball. Somfie outa 
measure would probably have been adopted, 
had it not been for the firmness and god sense 
of the sub-agent. Turning a deaf ear to al) 
such counsels, he selected a discreet clergy. 
man, and with a singleattendant and the inter. 
preter, contrived to throw himself in the midst 
of the Indians, unperceived. What followed, 
the agent shall tell in his own language. It 
shows how much more power there is in kind- 
ness and confidence, than in distrust and force: 


“The Indians flocked around me and inquired | 
after my party, and could not be persuaded for | 
some time but that I had a large party conceal- 
ed somewhere, and only waited to get them con- 
vened, to opena fire upon them, and cut them 
all offat a blow. On convincing them of my 
defenceless condition, and pacific intentions, 
they were quite astonished and much affected, 
assuring me that they had been under strong 
apprehensions—having learned that I was soon 
to visit them with a large armed party, with 
hostile intentions; and [ actually found them 
suffering more from fear fram the whites, than 
the whites from the Indians.” 


What a lesson is conveyed by this simple, af- 
fecting incident. The effusion of blood, the 
creation of a deadly, perhaps an irremediable 
feud, between the whites and Indians, were 
prevented, simply by the fixed determination 


af this honest.man, to act like a Christian.

Henry Clay. 
There are rumors that Henry Clay intends 
toemancipate all his slaves. Some say that a 
provision for this purpose is incorporated in his 
will. The sympathies of this gentleman were 
once deeply enlisted in the cause of human 
freedom. Slavery in Kentucky had no more 
formidable foe than Henry Clay. But this was 
in his early days, before the politician had sub- 


postage for all distances not exceeding 30 miles 
—over that distance, to be subject to present 
rates. Pamphlet postage would be reduced 
about 25 percent. The franking privilege was 
to be modified so that each member of Congress 
might still receive his letters, papers, &c., free 
of postage, but in lieu of his present privilege, 
he was to receive five franks or stamps each 
day of the session. But, if an amondment was 
proposed striking out the privilege, he would 
agree to it. : 

For one, we earnestly hope the franking privi- 
lege may not be abolised, unless some adequate 
reduction of postage is made both in letters and 
pamphlets. It is highly important that Con- 
gressional documents should be transmitted to 
publishers of newspapers, at as little charge as 
possible; for it is their business to digest 
the complex mass of facts contained in 
such documonts, and present them in intelli- 
gible form to the people. In no other way, can 
important information in regard to National In- 
terests be so readily communicated to the pub- 
lic. If the lowest rates of postage were adopt- 
ed, the franking privilege might be abolished 
without detriment. If the half way reform is 
agreed upon, Ict this privilege be restricted, but 
by no means, would we have it abrogated.

To the Peint, 

The Boston Atlas, after the expulsion of Mr. 
Hoar from South Carolina, remarked in what 
was intended to be a very pungent artiele, that 
it now became a question how much longer 
Massachusetts would submit to such conduct 
on the part ofa sister State. We did not 
think that, after such an indignity, it could be 
a question any longer. Every honest mind, we 
thought, would be made up at once, to repair 
damages at allhazards. But, it is the habit of 
the -old party-organizations at the North, al- 
ways to be questioning whether it is not high 
time to put on alittle show of manliness.— 
Leaving them to resolve their doubts, the Lib- 
erty men have already taken their ground. At 
their late State Convention in Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, they passed the following resolution, 
which would not have shamed the heroes of 
Bunker Hill and Lexington. 


“Resolved, That it becomes the authorities 
of Massachusetts forthwith to apply, in some 
solemn form, adapted to the extraordinary oc- 
casion, to the Congress of the United States, 
immediately to adopt vigorous and efficient 
measures, to protect the suitors of the Courts 
of the United States, within the district of 
South Carolina, in the free presentation of their 
respective suits, and that, failing such speedy 
and efficient action on the part of the General 
Government, the Legislature of Massachusetts 
ought to declare that, so far as relates to exist- 
ing controversies between Massachusetts and 
South Carolina, the Constitution of the United 
States has become inoperative, and should there- 
fore proceed to adopt stringent measures, for 
bringing the South Carolina slaveholders to 
their senses.” 


If Liberty men had the control of the Legis- 
lature of Massachusetts, that is just the course 
of action which would be pursued. As it is, 
nothing effective will be done. 





Congress--Postage Reform, 

Mr. Merrick on the 27th, declaréd his views 

in relation to the bill before the Senate for Pos- 

tage reduction. The pith of his speech was 

this:—“The proper point of reduction is that, 

where the retained rates of postage would raise 

revenne enough to enable the Department to 

support itselfand pay its expenses. All agree 

that more thin this would be too high, less than 

this, would be too low.” Of course, if this old 

principle of making the Post Office support 

itself, is to be the standard of all reform, then 

there will be no reform at all. The reduction 

proposed by his bill, will not put down compe- 
tition, draw all the correspondence through the 
Post Office, or sufficiently multiply mail-mat- 
ters; so that if agreed upon, we should appre- 
hend a decided reduction of revenue. The two 
cents uniform rate will put down all competition, 
attract all correspondence through the Post Of- 
fice,and augment any mail-matter indefinitely 
so that, though there might be a diminution of 
the revenue for the first two or three years, in 
the end there would be a great increase. Why, 
in view of the good to be accomplished, andthe 
great final result, should not the treasury of the 
United States be taxed toa certain extent for 
two or three years, till the experiment had got 
fairly under weigh? We have as yet heard not 
a single reason assigned. 

After an exhibition of various statistics, Mr. 
Merrick reached the conclusion that the pro- 
posed rates of five and ten cents per letter, 
would accomplish the object desired. But he 
hoped gentlemen would not attempt to disturb 
the calculation by extending the five cents 
postage to 150 or 200 miles. He did not think 
it prudent or safe to go at present below 5 and 
10 cents,

Gen. Jackson’s Reply ta Mr. Monroe’s Leiter. 


HERMITAGE, NEAR NasHVILLE, ? 
June 20, 1820. § 

Dear Sir: I returned from my tour to the 
South and Southeast, on the evening of the 18th 
instant, when I received your very friendly and 
interesting letter of the 23d of May last, which 
{have read with great interest and attention. 
On its perusal and consideration I have deter- 
mined to remain in service until the situation 
of Europe fully develops itself, and our afiairs 
with Spain are brought to a final close. 

Although retirement has been and still isthe 

first object of my wishes, yet so long as it is 
believed that my military service may conduce 
to the benefit of my country in any way, my 
exertions belong toher. I have hitherto made, 
and it is still my duty as a patriot to make, my 
private interest and views subservient to my 
country’s good.

Iam well aware, as soon as 
you believe the situation ef our affairs will 
permit my of retiringwithout injury toour coun- 
try, you will notify me thereof, and permit me 
to retire. Until then, my private wishes and 
feelings must bend to what it may be conceived 
will promote the public good. 

The view you have taken of the conduct 

pursued by our Government relative to South 
America, in my opinion, has been both just and 
proper, and will be approved by nine-tenths of 
the nation. It is true, it has been attempted 
to be wielded by certain demagogues to the in- 
jury of the Administration, but, like all other 
base attempts, has recoiled on its authors; and 
Iam clearly of your opinion that, for the pres- 
ent, we ought to be content with the Floridas— 
fortify them, concentrate our population, confine 
our frontier to proper limits, until our country, to 
those limits, is filled with a dense population. It 
is the denseness of our population that gives 
strength and security to our frontier. With the 
Floridas in our possession, our fortifications 
completed, Orleans, the great emporium of the 
West, issecure. The Floridas in possession of 
a foreign Power, you can be invaded, your forti- 
fications turned, the Mississippi reached, and 
the lower country reduced. From Texas, an 
invading enemy will never attempt such an enter- 
prise; if he does, notwithstanding all that has 
been said and asserted on the floor of Congress on 
this subject, I will vouch that the invader will 
pay for his temerity.
